Mayor Malley imformed town 
council Tuesday evening that he 
would issue at once his proclamation 
asking the citizens of Deseronto to 
advance their clocks one hour at 
midnight Sunday, The Mayor said 
that Napanee council had decided to 
do the same. j 

All the members of council were 
present except Messrs. Harvey and 
Metcalfe. Much important legisia- 
tion went down on the blotter.

Another communication from Me 
Rixen re. proposed increased speed

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1918, took a census of all people 
in Canada over the age of six- 
teen years, in order tha\ the full 
resources of the Dominion might 
be mobilized for the prosecution 
of the war, was tabled in Par- 
liament last week. It is an 
elaboration of the interim report 
made public last autumn, with 
final figures as to the registra- 
tion, The report shows that on 
June 22 the number of people 
who registered was 5,040,516, of 
whom 2,572,962 were males and 
2,467:554 females, In addition 
202,075 people were registered 
subsequent to registration day. 
The total cost of the registration 
to the Dominion was $361,070. 
The number of people of alien 
birth who registered was divided 
amongst the Provinces as follows: 









Novia Scotia, 7,290; New Bruns- 
wick, 3,732; Prince Edward 
Island, 279; Quebec, 46,379; 


Ontario, 109,642; Manitoba, 
805; Alberta, 50,549, 
Columbia, 63,479. 

Of people of foreign birth who 
registered Americans lead with 
a total of 109,093. Hungarians 
totaled 70,521, Chinese 47,102, 
Russians 42,104, and Italians 27.-

Off the boat, up the long stairs, and

The wel- 
come is repeated by voice and hand- 
clasp of the ladies of the Reception 
Committee, who keep the babies and 
the bundles, so that Mother can attend 
to her papers with a free hand and a 
free mind. This done, all move on to 
the Rest Room, which, with its dainty 
curtains, easy chairs, bright chintz 
cushions, piano, reading and writing 
tables, is most inviting to the sea-sick 
travellers. Outside the Rest Room 
are the Y.M.C.A,, the Salvation Army, 
and the Knights of Columbus booths, 
which cater to the needs, internal and 
external, of the soldier. The Military 
Information Bureau and the C.P.R. 
offices do a land office business in 
answering questions, and the Patriotic 
Fund booth aids the soldier or his de- 
pendent financially, if necessary. 

Rested and refreshed, the next step 
in the long journey must be arranged. 
The local assfstants and the Y.W.C.A. 
secretaries are everywhere, ascertain- 
ing destinations, ‘seeing that babies, 
bundles, bags and boxes are collected, 
for the first train to pull out. The 
Red Cross superintendent sees that a 
nurse, with full equipment of supplies, 
and loads of extra blankets, is on 
every train. ‘This is one of the great- 
est of comforts to those with small 
children. This goes on all day, wel- 
coming the coming, and speeding the 
departing guest, until the last train 
load disappears, possibly at eight or

Burrington-Ham, who went to the 
authorities to secure space in which 
to open a Bureau for the information 
of soldiers’ dependénts coming over. 
After many difficulties and delays this 
was accomplished, and Mrs. Burring- 
ton-Ham’s assistance was of the great- 
est value to the women.

Both City and Country Gave 
Affirmative Vote on 
Referendum. 


A despatch from Montreal says:— 
By a majority of 100,000 votes the 
Province of Quebec pronounced itself 
in favor of light wines and beer on 
the referendum voted on Thursday. 
At least fifty per cent of the voters 
went to the polls out of the 400,000 
registered. Both cities and country 
districts were in favor of the restora- 
tion of licenses. 

The island of Montreal contributed 
a majority of 61,799, and returns 
from Sherbrooke, Three Rivers, Que- 
bee City and Hull also showed sub- 
stantial majorities. The ‘surprise 
came from the agricultural districts 
which have been “dry” several years 
past. —

All Plans of Sending Food: In- 
volve Recognition of the 
Bolsheviki. 


A despatch from Paris says:— 
Hjalmar Branting, the Swedish So- 
cialist leader, and Dr. Fridtjoff Nan- 
sen, head of the Norwegian Food 
Mission to the United States 
several other prominent 
avians and Swiss subjects, have been 
conferring with memberg of the In- 
ter-Allied\ Relief Council in an effort 
to arrange for the feeding of the 
larger cities of Russia, 
Petrograd. 

A ‘proposition by the Counci! of 
Four to send food to Soviet Russia 
if the Bolsheviki ceased hostilities 
was presented on Friday. This plan 
however, met with serious opposition, 
particularly from the French, on the 
ground that it would constitute rec- 
ognition of the Bolsheviki Govern- 
ment. The proposed plan would have 
placed the food entirely under the 
control of a neutral commission, and 
consequently, the American position 
on the rewctualling of Soviet Russia 
would not constitute recognition on 
the part of the Entente. Howver, the 
French hold it impossible to ask Gen- 
eral Denekine and the Don Cossack 
Governments to cease fighting, even 
if the Bolsheviki are willing. Dr. 
Nansen is anxious that the revictual- 
ling plan be adopted speedily so that 
food ships can approach Petrograd as 
soon as the ice breaks up. Dr. Nansen 
estimates the death rate at 200,000 
monthly, directly or indirectly due to 
starvation. He says the world cannot 
stand idly by and watch women and 
children starve. Virtually all children 
of less than two years are now dead 
in Petrograd, according to Dr. Nan- 
cen, and conditions are terrible be-

Milk in. Summer. 


Perhaps the most vital of all sum- 
mer subjects is milk. Impurity of 
milk ig one of the greatest factors in 
the large infant mortality. . Breast 
fed infants almost never suffer sum- 
mer complaints and  dysenteries; 
these diseases come largely from 
cow’s milk, either impure or impro- 
perly prepared. And this mortality 
can be largely avoided—is indeed, 
summer aftcr summer, being pro- 
gressively diminished. Municipal 
authorities, aided most nobly by un- 
official philanthropy, have been ac- 
complishing vast improvement in 
our milk supplies. Pasteurization has 
become the process universally re- 
quired by rendering milk a safe fluid. 

.| Large dairy concerns now serve their 
milk pasteurized, or pasteurization 
can be done in the home by means of 
the Straus Home Pasteurizer. This 
consists essent’ally of three parts: a 
can, a rack to hold the bottles of milk 
and a top for the can. The bottles 
are filled to the neck, the patent 
corks are snapped on and the bottles 
are placed in the rack. The rack is 
then so placed in the can as to be 
supported by three projections on the 
inside of the can. Boiling water is 
then poured into the can until it 
reaches a certain “mark just below 
the bottoms of the bottles. The cov- 
ers are then placed on the can and 
the bottles left in this position for 
five minutes to heat them through.

When war broke out he went to Sea | 
with Admiral Sir Alexander Bethel, 
the then president of the War College, 
as Flag Commander in the Reserve 
leet. He was associated here with 
the important work of safeguarding 
the passage of the Expeditionary 
Force to France, and was presént at 
the landing of a small force of Royal 
Marines at Ostend in September, 1914. 
With the termination of this work in 
the winter of 1914 he joined the trade 
Division of the Naval War Staff at the 
Admiralty.and was there in charge of 
that part of the organization set up to 
deal with questions relating to neutral 
shipping. These were the early days 
of the blockade and neutral steamers 
were doing their best to evade the 
Naval Patrols and carry supplies to 
Germany via neutral ports. Com- 
mander Fisher took a prominent part 
in devising and carrying out the sys- 
tem of supervising the movements and 
cargoes, etc., to neutral vessels by 
means of control over their supplies 
of bunker coal at ports at home and 
abroad. This system, when in full 
working order, materially lightened 
the arduous task of the cruisers em- 
ployed on.blockade duty, because it 
Was om 6f the conditions that all 
ships bound to or from countries ad- 
jacent to Germany should call yolun- 
tarily for examination at a British 
port. ; 

Commander Fisher's services in this 
matter have recently been recognized 
by the award of a C.B.Be 

In 1916 he was employed as techni- 
cal representative in the various ne- 
gotiations for the use of neutral ship- 
ping by the Allies. This work was of 
vital importance to France and Italy 
and indirectly to this country also, in 
maintaining supplies during the most 
difficult part of the war. Incidentally, 
Commander Fisher gathered a yalu- 
able knowledge of the shipping in- 
terésts of Burope, 

During this period Commander Fish- 
er served on various Government Com- 
mittees dealing with commercial and 
shipping matters, including amongst 
others the Coal Bxports Committee 
presided over by Sir Douglas Owen 
and the Board of Trade Committee for 
the Conservation of Coal, presided 
over by Sir William Marwood. It Is 
not without interest that the latter 
Committee, on a motion by Command- 
er Visher, supported by Sir Richard 
Redmayne, passed a resolution which 
ultimately led to the introduction of 
the Daylight Saving Bill by the then 
Home Secretary, Mr. Herbert Samuel. 

In the summer of 1917, soon after 
the Bnited States came into the war, 
a liaison officer was appointed to link 
the British Ministry of shipping with 
the American shipping board. Sir 
Thomas Royden was first chosen for 
this important post and he was follow-

For them half the 
thrill of marrying a novelist consists 
in the horror of the family which 
must receive him; it is like marrying 
@ quicksand, and the idea is so bitter 
that a novelist who wears his hair 
long might do well to marry a girl 
who wears her’s short. He will not 
find her in the bourgeoisie. 

The novelist is despised because he 
produces a commodity not recognized 
as ‘“‘useful.’’ There is no definition of 
usefulness, yet everybody is cleur 
that the butcher, the car conductor, 
the stock-jobber are seful; thar 
they fulfil a function necessary Lo 
the maintenance of the state. Thu 
pugilist, the dancer, the vaudeville 
actor, the novelist, provide nothing 
material, while the butcher does. To 
live, one wants meat, but not novels. 
We need not pursue this too far and 
ask the solid classes to imagine 4 
world without arts; presumably they 
could not. It is enough to point the 
difference and to suggest that we are 


deeply enthralled by the Puritan tra- 


dition which calls pleasure, if not 
at any rate unimportant; 
the maintenance of life is looked up-

ment thereof, so that many people 
picture an ideal world as a spread-

CETYLENE lighting is not by 
any means a new thing ir 
this country as there are 
homes here and there in yil- 

lage and countryside in which this 
system of lightning has been in us- 
for many years. Many improvementr 
have been made in the mechanism of 
the plant, so that now this system 
is considered to be absolutely safe 
and reliable if it receives zeasonable 
care and attention. Thecost, ofcourse, 
; is rather more since the war, but 
even at the present price it is an in- 
vestment that will return high divi- 
dends, probably not always directly 
in dollars and cents, but in bette: 
health, more comfort, less labor and 
genuine satisfaction for those living 
in the home, because acetylene gas in 
burning produces less heat, consumes 
less oxygen and forms less carbon 
dioxide than kerosene, for example, 
and makes a far more brilliant light 
than even electricity, and it is easier 
on the eyes. It may also be 
used for cooking in the house and ii 


is also well adapted for street light. 
Ing of villages and small towns. 
The acetylen@é lighting plant con- 
sists of a gas generator, gas service 
piping, and gas jets or chandeliers, 
The generators vary in size accord 
ing to amount of gas required, cne 
for the home being, of course, much 
smaller than that required for a large 
institution or village.

HE year 1917 provided, both 
in the United States and in 
Ontario, conditions very un- 
favorable for the production 

uf good seed eorn. Excess of mois- 
ture in the crop was followed by 
freezing and these conditions result- 
ed in one of the worst seed corn 


years in a generation. As a result of 
this, much of the seed corn sown in 
Ontario in 1918 was, to say the least, 
of varieties that were late in mdtur- 
ing. A very high percentage of tKis 
corn which will be used for seed next 
yeur, now contains a large amount of 
ioolsture. To make this corn of the 
greatest value for seed purposes, it 
should be harvested, if possible, be- 
fore heavyfrostandthoroughly dried. 
Maturity is one of the essentials in 
producing good seed corn, but no less 
important is the thorough drying ctf 
the seed. 

lt is not even necessary for corp 
to be frozen to lose some of its vital: 
ity, it wili deteriorate at ordinary 
temperatures if not well dried. When 
freezing occurs, greater loss in vital- 
ity is experienced. Corn which is har 
vested with an excess of moisture 
should be dried’as rapidly as pos- 
sible as this removes the danger of 
injury from moulding, fermenting 
and freezing. In the process of dry: 
ing, a free circulation of air should 
be provided and, if necessary, arti: 
ficial heat used. Seed corn can be 
most readily dried when stored in the 
ear. 

Where the corn is well matured 
and is grown in large quantities, the 
corn-crib provides one of the most 
satisfactory drying medinms, as it 
6upplies the best of air circulation 
along with protection against storms 
and vermin. 

A post in which a number #f nails 
are driven at an angle of forty-five 
degrees, and the ears stuck on the 
protruding ends, provides a pzood me 
dium for drying seed corn eara, Theso 
posts with a platform at the base may 
be readily removed to places where 
artificial heat can be used if neces- 
Bary. 

Where relatively small amounts of 
seed corn are wsed, selected ears may 
be hung up to dry in the attie, kitch- 
en or furnaze room, 

Corn which has been thoroughly 
matured and thoroughly dried gives 


|} the bighest percentage and most vig« 


orous germination, but seed corn 
which has reached the dough or firm 
dough stage of maturity, when har- 
vested, if well dried, usually makes 
good seed. When thoroughty dried 
and surrounded by a dry atmosphere, 
even zero weather will not injure the 
germination of seed corn,.—.Prol.

structed. It is usually placed in the 
basement, and it is very important 
that it be kept safe from frost. 

The operation of the plant Is as 
follows: The chemical substance used 
for making the gas is calcium car- 
bide, the same material that is used 
tn bicycle lainps, for instance. Auto- 
matically this chemical is fed into 
the “vater chamber as fast as the gas 
{s used in lights. In contact with the 
water it forms a gas known as ace- 
tylene gas, which collects in the gag 
holder from which is passes through 

| small iron pipes to the lights. In the 

most modern plants no vas can pos- 
sibly be generated except as it is re- 
quired, hence there is no chance, as 
was true of earlier types of plants, 
for the gas to accumulate under pres- 
Bure in the plant and leak out, and 
become ignited by a raw flame, re- 
sulting in an explosion. The auto. 
matic feed should be examined occa- 
sionally and every care taken to keep 
it in first-class working order. ‘The 
directions that come with the plant 
should be followed accurately and 
religiously, The writer knows of sey- 
eral plants owned \by farmers for 
many years, and in all cases under 
proper care the results have been 
very satisfactary. What does it 
cost? This question can be an- 
swered very generally asp costs 
Vary with size of piant, etc. In gen- 
eral I would say the initial cost 
would be about $200, including gen- 
erator, pipes, chandeliers and the 
work of installation for the average- 
sized farm home. The carbide for a 
year will cost in the neighborhood 
of $12 .o $15. Detailed information 
regarding iustallation, etc., will be
